Washington (UPI) — T h e 


Supreme Court said Monday 
that policemen and lawyers, 
like e v e r y o n e else, are 
entitled to constitutional pro- 
tection against incriminating 
themselves. 


The court reversed

spiracy 
convictions of five 


New Jersey town policemen 
as a result of statements they 
made in connection with a 
ticket-fixing inquiry, and set 
aside the disbarment 
of a 


Brooklyn lawyer who invoked 
the 3th a m e n d m e n t 
in 


an inquiry involving alleged 
ambulance-chasing by Brook- 
lyn lawyers. 


The high court, in a 5-4 rul- 


ing, threw out the convictions 
of tbe policemen 
who had 


testified at an earlier official 
inquiry after being warned 
they might lose their jobs if 
they invoked the 5th amend- 
ment's privilege against self- 
incrimination. 


In the case of the lawyer, 


the court, by a 5-4 vote, re- 
v e r s e d the disbarment of 
Samuel Spevack who refused 
to answer questions about his 
practice during a 1957 in- 
quiry, ordered by a New York 
court, into alleged unethical 
practices by Brooklyn law- 
yers. 


Spevack was subsequently 


disbarred for his refusal to 
produce records and testify 
about his practice. 


In other action the court: 
—Agreed to hold hearings 


quickly and to issue an opin- 
ion on how the government 
may enforce a new law re- 
stricting bank mergers. In 
accepting the case, the court 
froze the merger plans of 
two Houston, Tex., banks. 


—Refused to set any guide- 


lines on how court injunctions 
may be used in certain la- 
bor disputes. The case grew 
out of a contract dispute last 
year at G e n e r a l Electric, 
which was subsequently set- 
tled.

Doctors Less Vocal 
Against Medicare 


'Still Not Happy,' But Fewer 
Objections Voiced: AM A Official

Washington UFi—The president of the American Medi- 


cal Assn. says that after 
GVz months of Medicare the 


nation's doctors are voicing few objections—publicly or 
privately—to the federal health program for the elderly. 


"In the beginning, there 


were some rebellious ones 
who spoke 
as if t h e y 


wouldn't cooperate" 
with 


Medicare, said Dr. Charles 
L. Hudson. 


But now, he said, "I just 


don't hear the number of 
remarks . . . there are not 
so m a n y who say they 
won't participate" in p o r- 
tions of the program. 


Have doctors found that 


Medicare is not the bureau- 
cratic monster they feared? 


Dr. Hudson, interviewed 


during his appearance at a 
medical conference, smiled 
and paused for a moment. 


What doctors were fight- 


ing against, he said, was 
an intangible thing, adding 
"it was . . . whether you 
were going to lose your pro- 
fessional freedom . . . you 
have to let it run a while to 
see how obnoxious it is. 


Unknown 


"The unknown is always 


worse than the fact." 


Yet, Dr. Hudson empha- 


sized, the medical profes- 
sion is far from happy with 
Medicare. 


For one thing, he s a i d , 


many doctors "are really 
hot under the collar" about 
a certification form t h e y 
must sign saying a patient 
they want put in the hospi- 
tal actually needs hospital- 
ization. 


"They t h i n k this is de- 


meaning," Dr. Hudson said. 
Doctors know hospital beds 
are scarce, he said, a n d 
when they say a patient 
needs a bed. it should be as- 
sumed that he does. He said 
the AMA plans to seek elimi- 
nation of the provision by 
an amendment of the law. 


Dr. H u d s o n , a silver- 


h a i r e d , gentle-mannered 
staff physician of the Cleve- 
land (Ohio) clinic, said also 
that American doctors fear 
Medicare will be expanded. 


Apprehensions 


"There are apprehensions 


a b o u t the long run," he 
said, adding: "We w o u l d 
abhor a national h e a l t h 
plan" under which the fed- 
eral government would pay 
for all health care and doc- 
tors would receive salaries 
or would be paid on a per 
capita basis.

Not Statewide 


In other words, a program 


needed only in southeast Ne- 
braska need not be estab- 
lished statewide in order to 
solve the regional health pro- 
grams. 


Williams expressed doubt 


that the new federal fund ap- 


proach oaa be implemented 
to time for the 1M748 fltcel 
year starting July l. 


He attributed this to sev 


eral hitches: the law passe

Williams looks for federa

IToduction Items of this nature are to lie 
exempt in all manufacturing and processing 
ojierations. 
The farm supplies have simplv 
l)een named specifically . All .states border- 
ing Nebraska have some provision for ex­ 
empting such agricultural and other prodiic- 
tion items from their sales taxes. 
Note, too, that Tiemann’s bill is to carry 
a sales tax exemption for food. But in order 
to simplify administration of the tax. this 
exemption will be accomplished through a $6 
income tax credit for every member of a 
family . A couple with two children would 
have 124 deducted from their income tax bill, 
for Instance. 
Families whose 16 credits add 
up to more than their total income tax due 
will get a refund from the state. 


No te ^ the inco me tax rales pro ­ 
po sed by Tiemann apparently are to ap­ 
ply to each Indiv idual subject to the tax . 
Thus, fo r co uple« filing a Jo int return 
with the federal go v ernment, their tax able 
Inco me wo uld be cut In half when the 
Nebraska rates are applied.

Tiemann’s suggested rates are- 
2% for 
the first $1,(100 of taxable income. 3G from 
$1,000 to $3,000 ; 4G from $3,000 to $6,000 ; 5% 
from $6,(X)0 to $10,000 ; 6«f> on every thing above 
$10,000. 
For a couple with $10,000 taxable 
in­ 
come on a Joint federal return, their individ­ 
ual incomes would be $5,000 each — so the 
to state’s rates would go only up to 4% and not 
to 6G. As a practical m atter, very few indi­ 
viduals in Nebraska would have taxable in­ 
comes subject to the 6% rate. 
Note •— any state sales and income taxes 
paid are deductible from taxable income on 
which federal rates are figured, a fact not 
alway s appreciated. 
Gov. Tiemann added one other reminder 
over the week end — total taxes raised in 
Nebraska are not going to come down; they 
undoubtedly are going to increase. 
The big 
job is to allocate the tax load equally , no m at­ 
ter how much or how little is needed.

While Romney is not going to give the 
Johnson administration any ­ 
thing like a blank-check en­ 
dorsement of its conduct of 
the war—either 
militarily , 
diplo matically , o r po litically 
—he has definite guidelines 
Within which his o wn ideas 
will be spelled o ut. 
There is no doubt Uiai he

within the framework of these controlling con­ 
victions: 


He feels that bo th President Kennedy and 
President Jo hnso n sho uld nev er hav e allo wed 
o ur full-scale participatio n In the V 1 e t n a m 
war to dev elo p witho ut a frank, co ntinuo us, 
and full-scale ex po sitio n to the .American peo ­ 
ple as to what was happening. He beiev es tids 
lack o f co mmunicatio n has been o ne o f the 
biggest facto rs in resistance to the war amo ng 
large numbers o f peo ple and has made It un­ 
necessarily difHcutt fo r the President. 


That, since we are in Vietnam, we can’t 
no w withdraw ev en if we wanted to and 
sho uldn’t withdraw if (t meant allo wing So uth 
Vietiuim to be o v errun by fo rce. 


That the United States couldn’t ignore the 
situation as it developed; that is we couldn’t 
stand by and watch the aggression take place 
and do notiiing about it. The defense of South 
Vietnam against being taken over by North 
Vietnam was necessary if the word of the 
U.S. was to be kept. 
That the U.S. must see it through. 
These guidelines to Romney ’s thinking on 
Vietnam do not mean that he believes the 
Johnson administration has handled the prob­ 
lem very well. He has substantial dissents and 
will develop them. But the governor does not 
intend to say any thing that will give en­ 
couragement or comfcrt to Hanoi or will make 
it more difficult for the President to run the 
war. 
Here are the kinds of erilicism which we 
can expect from Romney when he decides the 
time IS appropriate. 


Romney feels we could have done more 
before our large involvement to be assured 
we were going to get larger support from 
other .Asian and Western Pacific nations whose 
very safety is at stake. 
He is by no means convinced that the 
bombing of .North Vietnam is the best means 
of choking off the flow of men and arms into 
South Vietnam. 
He would like to see the South Vietna­ 
mese do more to encourage the indigenous 
Viet Cong to return to peaceful participation 
in the democratic process—as the Philippine 
government so successfullv encouiaged the 
Huks. 
.My own impression is that Romney, while 
willing to see the U.S. try to negotiate a settle­ 
ment which secures the independence of South 
Vietnam, feels that President Johnson is talk­ 
ing too much about negotiatiiwi and is unin­ 
tentionally feeding the wishful thinking on the 
part of Hanoi that we are weakening and want 
to negotiate in order to get out. 
If I have correctly set out Romney ’s think­ 
ing, as I believ-e I have, then it seems to me 
that the Michigan governor is going to con­ 
tribute needed impetus toward making 
the 
Republican position on Vietnam credible and 
defensible. Too many Republicans try to get 
away with criticizing incidental mistakes with­ 
out making it clear whether they really sup­ 
port the defense of South Vietnam against 
aggression. Romney is not going to make 
that 
mistake.

Being enraged by its title I bought a 
copy guaranteed by the proprietor to be worth 
every penny of its $1 price. 


Throughout the booklet are frequent im­ 
moral, anti-religious suggestions 
s uc h as; 
Pray that God become.s a pacifist, (332); Bel 
come a male prostitute and work up an arrest 
record, (705).” 


Camo uflaging these suggestio ns are who le 
v o lley s o f the mo st debased, crude o bscenities 
I hav e ev er witnessed in print. 


I was appalled by the co v er; red o n black 
depicting a so ldier's head being fragmented 
by an ex plo sio n. Inside is a picture o f Sir Win- 
sto n Churchill pitifully o ld and tired giv ing 
his famo us ” V” and in the back the same g e ­ 
lure with o ne finger missing giv ing that no w 
famo us gesture so ill-receiv ed by Ed SuUiv an. 


On the back cover is a picture captioned,
